2. In claim 17 (page 10, line 17), replace typographical error "Y1 is 0,S, N H or 
is absent" with --Y1 represents O, S, NH or is absent--. Note that 0 (zero should be 
changed to letter O) and N H should read as NH. 

3. In claim 17 (page 13, line 3) remove the extra parenthesis from -((C 0 -Ci 2 ). 
Note that the extra parenthesis has not been removed in previous Office Action.
